It was rumored about the nelghborhood
that be had Been arrested twice for Iare
ceny and that it was only the Interven-
tlon of a kindly polleamian (hat saved
him from commitment to a reformatory.

In every class of which he had been &
member he had been “the bad apple of
the barrel” and careful parents refused
to parmit their children to assocclats with
him outside of school hours.
